What heanie ends follow lightbeginnings, we may eaf'y 
ſce,q not goe larre to finds them; fo2 alas, the multiplici:y o: 

As fo2 crample: manythere be 
th it amongſt their cannes,halfe. cannes, and moſt vnhealthfull 
healths, haue falne from oꝛdinatie t᷑ familiar conference to high 
and oppꝛobꝛious ſpeeches: from ſuch wo2ds, to b'owes : from 
blowes to ſtabs : ſain blood, and hemp, haue made an vn- 
timely and heauie deuiſton of their ſoules and bodyes.

godly luſt. Jn which time, the ful number of the babes they haue 
had, cannot be knowne, but thzee ſhe confelt,beſives one that 
is pet liuing. 

Ot the firit or her loads of woe and ſhame, (being by Adamſon 
turnd off, fo2 that he ſuſpected ſyꝛ made another partner with 
him in his loathlome libidin ous finne) the lay in the houſe of 
one goodman Ring, who with his wife ignoꝛant of her ignomi⸗ 
nous tourſe of liaing, and pꝛeſent egate of bodie, dad enter⸗ 
taind her very kinvly. 

But as ſhe d2cetu'o them, ſhe decein'd many, fo2 ſhe ſo cun⸗ 
ningly blinded the eyes of people, inthe time that her finne mult 
needs appeare, with looſe lacing, tucking, and other odde tricks 
that ſhe vſed, that to the very inffant minute of her delinerie, 
none could porteiue ſhe was with childe.

when ſhe had don, (miſtrofingno ſuch thing, as they fearey 
ſh2 would finde) went vp agatne to her chamber, but ere the 
could get to the top of the ſtaires, the chamber dooꝛe was ſhut 
againſt her by the wicked woman that was hir o by her and 
her maiſter to keep het in that caſe; and to keep that wicketnes 
fo; euer concealed.

And this villainie, as the fozmer, he with his countenance, 
as oppoſd againſt the weake woꝛds of Foords wife by reaſon 
of want ofgreater pꝛoole then her owne ſpeech es, he eaſily palt 
over, and they flept as ſecutelp foz all this ſtart, in their 
bozrible vncleaneſſe as befoze. 

Still pꝛogreſt this moſt graccleſſe, audatious and impudent 
beaſt, (too bad fo bears the good nameof woman) in this unne, 
with allimpudencie . 

This Chimera, with a Lions vpper-part in bouldneſſe : a 
Goates middle part in tuft: and a Serpents lower part in 
ſting and popſon. 

Not long after this(fo2 there were no greafer Int exims, bes 
tweene their great bellies then muſt needs be) lhe maturitie of

Map times did Adamſon, with his ene tongue giue 
cauſe of a ſuſpition fo thꝛee oꝛ ſoute times, as. Edward Duffell 
wꝛonght in his Oꝛhcard which as 3 haueboiozeſaid. was A; 
damſons) he was earne{tlyrcqueſted and ſometime Rraightly: 
charged, not to digg neere the Box tree:he not muſtcuſting ſuch 
a thoug qt as raiſd that pzohib:tion, maxcuailed z yet not knaby - 
ing what to make of it, let it paſſe without any farther thinks 
ing vpyanik, 4254 
But ſee thego dneſle of the ſeare of euery ſecret: within 
a (mail time after this ( vppan what occaſion J know not) 
Adamſon 4 lane were at high woꝛds, and very bittet ræuilings 
paſt com one to another. Jn which windie battails, Iane tald 
her muſter murderer, in the hearing of many neighbonrs,and 
that not once oz twice, but itterated and reitteratedit, very 
freely t bouldly : and to this added, that there was that yet hid- 
den, that would hang him. And that there was al ree in Duffels 
ozchard, whitih ifit could ſpeak e, would ſend him to the galows. 

Theſe woꝛds inthe vehemencie of anger ſhs v:tered,foz thus 
it pleaſed him that made Balaams Aſle to ſpeake, that beaſt, 
to make the beaſt ſpeake to open the way to their deſtruction ; 
fozhereupon Edward Duffel tookediuers of his neighbours, 
and (remembꝛing that many times he had bin warned not to 
digg neere the Bor tree) went then and diggd about it, to ſee 
if there were any ſuch thing as they ſuſpected ſhould be, by 
her ſpeeches.
